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Here are four approaches to an introduction to computing: the first two 
intended more for the prospective occasional user and the latter two more 
for those interested in a deeper understanding of computers and data 
processing. 


Basic FORTRAN IV Programming is a clear, well written, up-to-date text- 
book with much detail and many examples. The coverage ‘‘equals or exceeds” 
the American National Standards Institute’s (ANSI) Basic FORTRAN lan- 
guage standard. The presentation is simple and orthodox with few innova- 
tions or surprises, apart from an occasional jarring sentence. The prerequisite, 
“a year of high school algebra,”’ is accurately stated and should encourage the 
beginner that computer programming is no longer necessarily an advanced, 
difficult, or esoteric subject. On the other hand, since applications are kept
